The NSL created a poten- 
tial monster when it voted at 
the weekend to retain its two 
12-team divisions for one 
more season, before rever- 
ting to a 14-team format: 


A desolate wasteland awaits soccer fans 
if things don’t work out the way officials 
hope they will. 

The league will decide on October 9 
what criteria to use in selecting the 14 
| clubs that will be retained in an elite 

league in 1987. 

If it is decided that the top seven in each 
division at the end of the 1986 season 
should simply be promoted, then we could 
end up with a league so weak it would be 
overshadowed by the State Leagues. 

For it is possible that through promo- 
tion, clubs like Brisbane Lions, Black- 
town, Newcastle-Rosebud, Wollongong, 
Canberra Arrows, and Green Gully would 
find themselves in the 14-team league. 

None of them draws more than a few 
hundred spectators. 
| If the league decides that it will choose 

the 14 according to crowd support, and in- 
come-raising potential as well as playing 
strength, then the 1986 NSL season will be 
a disaster. 

Clubs that know they will not be selec- 
ted for 1987, simply would tighten their 
financial belts, sell players instead of 
buying them, reduce payments where pos- 
sible, and simply go through the motions. 
They will decide that there is no point in 
spending money for nothing. 

The craziest aspect of the Council of 
Clubs’ decision fast Saturday is that it 
keeps in place for one more year a com- 
petition format which all clubs agree, does 
; not work.

the NSW Federation president John Con- 
stantine had announced that NSW would, 
at ASF level, veto any move to start a 14- 
club NSL in 1986. 

Also, it was felt that the clubs which 
will not be in a 14-team league should be 
given 12 months’ notice to make other ar- 


rangements. 


It now seems likely that the 14 clubs 
that do get into an elite league in 1987 will 
be even weaker after a 1886 season which 


promises nothing but problems. 


‘The only scenario that is desirable in 
1986 is that the top seven in each division 
are promoted, and that those seven are the 
obvious ones — the ones that draw crowds 
at the moment, or that have good enough 
teams to draw crowds away from home, 
at least. That may not happen, however. 

A 14-team league in 1986 would have 
been worth a try as a last-ditch effort ta 
make the NSL work before all clubs go 
back to State super leagues with national 


play-offs. 


I believe that 1987 will be too late for too 
many. I'll go as far as predicting that 
some clubs will be forced to the wall in 
1986 through sheer inability to meet their 


financial commitments. 


In some cases this year, players owed 
wages were close to demanding free 
transfers, which is their right in such cir- 
cumstances. If any players push such 
demands in 1986, it could have a snow- 


balling effect. 


Meanwhile, the collapse of the NSL as 
we know it was averted by compromises 
on Saturday, and by the Northern Divi- 
sion’s agreement that it pays $40,000 to 


subsidise the Southern Division. 


The decision gives Footscray J.U.S.T. 
new hope of avoiding relegation even 
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Croydon may refuse promotion, as it prob- 
ably would be dumped again after only one 
year. 

Hellas president Jim Diamataris, who 
had led the push for a 14-team league in 
1986, said: ‘“‘The NSW delegates would 
have vetoed the change on the Australian 
Soccer Federation executive. 


“At one stage during the meeting, the 
eight Victorian clubs and the two from Ad- 
elaide walked out and had separate talks. 
It turned out that had we followed 
through, the league would have been dis- 
solved, so we decided to stay on for one 
more year. 

“The possibility of a breakaway league 
also was discussed, but it would not have 
worked, 

“We know the present format will con- 
tinue to be a flop, but we’ve got to put up 
with it for one more year. In Hellas’s case, 
our board will have to look at pruning our 
expenditure until the 14-team format is in- 
troduced.”’ 

The Southern Division clubs have been 
dissatisfied because they have to_travel 
between Adelaide, Melbourne and Bris- 
bane, while all teams in the Northern 
Division are based in NSW and the ACT. 

Attendances have fallen alarmingly. 

NSL manager Steve Kamasz said the 
league would undertake an expert study 
into its own make-up. 

“I will propose a feasibility exam- 
ination and seek an expert who has an in- 
timate knowledge of the game and the 
State and club structures,” Kamasz said. 

“We should talk to everyone — clubs, 
States, players, the media and I’m even 
prepared to recommend advertisements 
in the papers to get the opinion of the gen- 
eral public.”

Spiegler: mid 
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best for Pizanti

Israel’s former captain Modechai Spiegier 
believes he has a way to beat Australia in 
their World Cup seccer match at Olympic 
Park on Sunday. 


“David Pizanti has to be moved from left back to midfield,’ 
Spiegier said. 

“If he can play in midfield for FC Cologne in the West German 
national league, then he surely can play there for Israel. 

‘““When your strikers are closey marked, it is up to the mid- 
fielders to support them, but they didn’t play so well in Te] Aviv.” 

Australia beat Israel 2-1 at Tel Aviv’s Ramat Gan Satdium last 
Tuesday and almost certainly will win the Oceania qualifying 
group if it beats Israel a second time. The Oceania group also 
includes Taiwan and New Zealand. 

Spiegler played 79 pames for Israel and is regarded as his coun- 
try's greatest-ever player. He scored the goal that gave Israel the 
1-1 draw it needed to eliminate Australia from the 1969 World Cup 
‘qualifying series. 

He has held several coaching posts since hanging up his boots, 
and guided Maccabi Natanya to the 1982 Israeli championship. He 
is in Australia to write newspaper reports about the World Cup 
campaign. 

And he remains optimistic about Israel’s chances despite the 
loss to the Socceroos. ‘‘We wanted to make sure that you'd geta 
good crowd here in Melbourne. If we had won at the Ramat Gan 
nobody would have turned up at Ol mpic Park,’’ he joked. 

He warned that Australia would have to play differently on Sun- 
day, in front of its own fans. “If they play the same as they did in 
Israel, they’ ll be in big trouble. The spectators will expect to see 
more football here. it the first 20 minutes in Israel, we didn’t 
need a ball, because the players were just kicking and tackling 
each other. 

‘Claims by your coach, Frank Arok, that Israel started it, are 
not true. The Australians started it and Israel reacted stupidly.”* 

John Margaritis, Arok’s Melbourne-based assistant coacn, Said 
the Socceroos would not vary their tactics. “We are not here f9 
please the crowds. We are here to get Australia into the World 
Cup finals. If they want nice entertainment, let them go and see 
Mickey Mouse at the pictures.’ 

Margaritis said Israel would have to attack, while Australia 
could afford to be more cautious, as it already held a 2-1 lead. 

“Israel has some good players — like the strikers, Armeli and 
Ohana — but they are weak in defence. Maybe they can knock the 
ball around better than we can — but only if we let them, and we 
won't let them.”’ 

Margaritis predicted that Zarko Odzakoy would be given the 
midfield position vacated by Ken Murphy who will be suspended 
after being sent off during the game in Tel Aviv. 

Spiegler said Arok’s Socceroos were better than Australia’s 
1963 team, and the 1977 match against which he played two 
matches here. 3 

“The tactics are excellent. Arok used his brains, but we have 
eer a lesson, and it is time for our side to do the Same,”’ he 
said. 

Spiegler said midfielder Uri Malmillian was Israel's key play- 
er. ‘‘The free kicks of Malmillian, Sinai and Turk will do Aust-

Melbourne’ Croatia 
sacked its coach, Domagoj 
Kapetanovic, barely six 
months after recruiting 
him from Europe, and put 
youth coach Miron Blei- 
berg in. charge of the 
senior team, pending a 
permanent appointment. 

Visiting Israeli journalists 
in the Olympic Park press 
room therefore had an inter- 
esting tit-bit to file to their 
papers that night. Bleiberg, 
they said, had been an ex- 
cellent midfielder in Israel, 
and had coached in the Haifa 
area before coming to Austra- 
lia. 

Kapetanovic said of his 


sacking: ‘Et was called in to 


talk to the president, the vice- 
president and secretary, and 
they told me some players 
Were not happy with me. 

“I said they cannot be good 
players, because good players 
never are in opposition to their 
coach. 

“I said: ‘Why do you sack 
me now, 14 days before the end 
of the season, when we have a 
good chance to win the Dock- 
erty Cup?” 

Kapetanovie speculated that 
the club’s leaders may have 
found it too difficult to sack 
him after Croatia had won the 
Qup. 
It was opposition by players 


that forced out one of Kape-~ 


tanovic’s predecessors, Terry 
Hennessy. When Kapetanovic 
Was appointed, club leaders 
announced that players never 
again woud be allowed to in- 
fluence the committee’s deci- 
sions about coaches. 

Bleiberg,. who has taken 
over for the time being, was in 
charge of the senior team 
before Kapetanovie arrived in 
April. : 

It is Croatia’s seventh 
coaching change in 22 months. 

Team manager Frank Burin 
Says the club is willing to keep 
Kapetanovic on as youth coach 
or in some other capacity, but 
Kapetanovic would be happier 
Switching to a different club. 

He coached Velez Mostar, 
Dinamo Zagreb and Osijek in 
Yugoslavia, Metros Croatia in 
Canada, Ahali Benjazi in 
Libya, Sydney Croatia and 
Marconi during a previous 
Stint in Australia, and was an 
assistant coach with the Yu- 
goslav national squad. 

Luka Bonacic, who played 
briefly with Footscray JUST 
this year, may return from 
Yugoslavia as Croatia's play- 
er-coach. Croatia also has ex- 
pressed interest in John Mar- 
garitis, who will decide within 
a week which club he will 
coach next year 

The season ended for Mar- 
garitis and Juventus when they 
lost the Dockerty Cup semi- 
finat to Croatia on Sunday 

Juventus will leave next

he blame for her status as the orphan 
of international soccer can be attributed 
to FIFA and UEFA, which have con- 
stantly refused to recognise the obvious — 
Israel belongs to the European football 
fraternity. 

The country’s football influences 
always have been European, from the 
time the British military personnel first 
kicked a ball on Palestinian soil (or 
perhaps it Was sand) during World War 

ne. 

However, it was the influx of Jewish 
settlers from central Europe in the 1920s 
which gave the first vital impulse. 

Jewish football clubs were prominent in 
Poland, Czechoslavakia and Australia 
before their annexation by Hitler, with the 
most famous of them all, Hakoah Vienna, 
being Austrian champion in 1925, Many of 
the migrants, therefore, were soccer ori- 
entated. 

The Palestine FA, forerunner of the 
modern Israel Football Association (‘‘Hi- 
tachdut Lekaduregel Beisrael’’) was 
founded in 1928 and was instrumental in 
Starting a national knockout competition 
during the same year and a league four 
seasons later. 

First league champions were British 
Police, who also won the cup to complete a 
“double”, but soon Jewish clubs began to 
prevail. 

The names Maccabi and Hapoel domi- 
nate Israeli domestic soccer. Both are 
nationwide Hebrew youth organisations, 
somewhat similar to the YMCA in Chris- 
tian countries. 

Hapoel (meaning “Worker’’) is backed by 
labor unions, while Maccabi owes its name to 
ancient Jewish military leader Judas Mac- 
caaeus, whose followers were known as Mac- 
cabis. To Israelis, the term: Maccabi epito- 
mises their nation’s fighting spirit’ 

Between them, Maccabi Tel Aviv and 
Hapoel Tel Aviv won three of the four 
Asian Champions’ Cups contested before 
the tournament was discontinued inl071 
due to the ever-increasing number of 
teams declining to play Israel's represen- 
tatives.

EUROPE, NOT OCEANIA [S

Politics too have haunted the national 
side since the establishment of a Jewish 
state in 1948. 

Previously however, Palestine entered 
both the 1934 and 1938 World Cups, but was 
eliminated by Egypt (2-11 on aggregate) 
and G reece (1-4). 

Apart fromis World Cup fixtures, Pales- 
tine had’ but one international. beating 
Lebanon 5-1 in 1940. 

After Israel came into being, eyes were 
tumed towards Europe for opposition. 
Cyprus provided the newly-founded nation 
with its first victory in 1949, during a 
friendly international. This was followed 
by a 5-1 destruction of Turkey. 

But, success in competitive games re- 
mained elusive. Yugoslavia ended Israels 
hopes of participating in the 1950 World 
Cup finals with an 11-2 victory on aggrega- 
te, while the Yugoslavs and Greece each 
inflicted a couple of qualifying-round 
defeats four years later. 

European national teams retained their 
reluctance to provide opposition through- 
out the 1950s and Israel, for the most part, 
had to be content with playing club and 
representative sides 

Israel joined the Asian Confederation in 
1956, two years after its formation, and 
was included in the Asia-Africa zone for 
the 1958 World Cup qualifying rounds, 
only to find would-be opponents Indonesia, 
aekeys Egypt and Sudan refusing to meet 


Rather than allow Israel to pass into the 
finals without playing a game, FIFA 
placed the names of the nine European 

oups runners-up into the old Jules 

imet trophy and drew one out. Thus, it 
was Wales that met Israel — and beat 
them twice, both by 2-0. 

When permitted to show their prowess 
in the Asian arena, the Israelis proved 
themselves among the continent's best, 
winning the 1964 Asian Cup, being runner- 
up twice and taking the silver medals at 
the 1974 Asian Games, 

An even greater impact was made in the 
qualifying rounds of the World Cup and 

lympic Games. 

Twice the Israelis has contested Olym- 
pic finals tournaments. 

The first excursion, in 1968, saw them 
defeat Ghana (54) and El Salvador (31) 
before losing 0-2 to the eventual winner, 
Hungary. This secured qualification for 
the quarter finals, where Israel held silver 
medallist Bulgaria to a 1-1 draw and was 
eliminated by the toss of a coin. 

Eight years later, probably unsettled by 
memories of Israeli athletes massacred at 
the previous Olympiad, Israel failed to 
produce the form of which it was capable 
and drew with Guatemala (4-0), host 
Mexico’ (2-2) and France (1-1), then 
slumped 1-4 against Brazil in the quarter 
finals. 

Exnerience of Mexican ennditians two

years earlier may have aided Israel 
during the 1970 World Cup finals when it 
impressed, surprised and delighted many 
with its displays. 

After draws with the experienced 
Sweden (1-1), and Italy team destined to 
be runner-up (0-0) and a loss to the talent- 
ed. Uruguay (0-2), the Israelis’ stocks were 
at an all-time high. 

These very creditable performances in 
Puebla and Tuluca have been followed by 
many others of considerable, though not 
equal, merit. 

After being expelled from the Asian 
Confederation in 1976, Israel, belatedly, 
but only temporarily, was included in the 
European section for the 1982 World Cup 
qualifiers. Here, it inflicted a stunning 4-1 
defeat upon Portugal and held Northern 
Ireland and Sweden (twice) to draws. 

Between 1970 and 1984, Belgium, Den- 
mark, Norway, Sweden, Greece, Austria 
and Eire ali suffered defeat in Tel Aviv. 

Away from home, Israel is somewhat 
lless impressive, With a 3-0 victory over 
Finland at Helsinki back in 1966 remaining 
its best performance in friendly inter- 
nationals. 

Overall, Israel’s record is equal to that 
of a middlerank European power. The 

rformances of her clubs int he summer 

nter-Toto tournament (staged for the 
benefit of Europe’s football pools promo- 
ter) has given furthr justification to this 
rating. 

Although the majority of First Division 
clubs are professional, [sraeli players re- 
ceive smal! reward in comparison with 
their European brethren and this has led 
to the better ones looking-overseas to fulfil 
their ambitions. 

Avi Cohen (Liverpool }, Jacob Cohen and 
Moshe Gariani (Brighton), Vicky Perez 
(Strasbourg and Rennes), Giora Spiegel 
(Strasbourg and Lyon), Shimuel Rose- 
nthal (Borussia Moenchengladbach), Mor- 
dechai Spiegler (FC Paris), Ronni 
Calderon (FC Paris), Avi Biniamin (FK 
Austmia) and David Pizanti (FC Koeln) 
have all tasted European professional soc- 
cer. 

In order to satisfy the career and finan- 
cial ambitions of their personnel, Israeli 
clubs desperately require entry into the 
three major European club od teal 
which returns us to the necessity of UEFA 
membership. 

As a member of the European basket- 
ball community, Israel is not merely re- 
spected, but valued. There is no reason to 
assume she is not capable of becoming 
almost equally important within UEFA. 

Having already produced a string of 
international class players and, in Abra- 
ham Klein, possibly the best referee of 
modern times, Israel has the potential to 
provide the game with much more, if 
given the right environment to develop. 

its present side contains many players 
of quality and, on paper, appears co be the 
best team to engage Australia in the com- 
petitive fixture since the Iranians of 1977.

Former Scotland 
manager Tommy 
Docherty, who was 
sacked by English 
third division strugg- 
lers Wolverhampton 
in July, wants the 
Scottish job back.

Docherty, who managed his 
country from October 1971 to 
February 1973, said: ‘I’m the 
man for Scotland.
